underground. It is a synthetic gas 
from which chemists can m ake 
gasoline, other fuels and various 
synthetic chemicals. 
The success of this phase of tho 
experiment, disclosed today, cli­ 
m axes a six-year aeries of testa 
here in gasification of coal—the 
famed 
rninmg-by-fire experiment 
conducted by the Bureau of Mines 
in co-operation mith the Alabama 
power company. 
It could m ean the ultimate use 
of millions of tons of coal now 
left in the ground because mining 
by present methods is considered 
too costly for these deposits. 
This is the first time in the 
United 
State that synthesis 
gas 
has been m ade in appreciable quan­ 
tities from coal burning in its n at­ 
ural seam. A limited amount mas 
produced in an earlier phase of 
the experiment here. 
It mas m ade by pumping oxygen 
over a burning m ass of coal about 
200 feet underground in a practi­ 
cal application of laboratory ex­ 
perim ents of the past.

AUGUSTA, Ga 
— President­ 
elect Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
his fiscal advisers are taking a 
cautious approach to the problem 
of reducing federal spending and 
the companion goal of cutting taxes 
as soon an possible 
A week after Eisenhow er’s elec­ 
tion, the signs sue there will be 
little or no bullish talk about quick 
achievem ent of either goal by the 
Republican adm inistration taking 
over in January. 
Evidence of that cam e after the 
week-end conferences the general 
held at his vacation retreat here 
with GOP leaders 
Awaiting Budget 
Sen Eugene D. Minikin of Colo­ 
rado. who will be chairman of the 
tax-writing Senate Finance Com­ 
m ittee. said he would like nothing 
better than to see taxes reduced. 
But he added it would be fool­ 
hardy to do more than hope until 
Congress see* the budget President 
Trum an will subm it in January, 
before Eisenhow er’s inauguration. 
The 
pending program , said Mil­ 
lio n , will be the key to the whole 
thing. 
And while he noted that Eisen­ 
hower, once in office, will be free 
to recommend a reduced program. 
the senator didn’t appear optim is­ 
tic about the possibility of big-scale 
cuts that would open the way lor 
tax reductions, 
Pledged C ut* 
Eisenhower himself pledged dur­ 
ing 
the 
campaign 
to 
cut 
both 
pending and taxes—but he didn t 
say it could be done quickly. He 
set a goal of a 60-billion-dollar 
budget by the floral year starting 
July I, 1954. a reduction of more 
than 20 billion from the current 
level. 
Eisenhower plans to end his va­ 
cation at the Augusta National Golf 
Club Sunday or Monday. He is 
scheduled to meet at the White 
House early next week with Presi­ 
dent Truman for a discussion of 
international and domestic prob­ 
lems.

WASHINGTON T —The tremen­ 
dous 
demand for paper 
money, 
postage and revenue stamps has 
made the U S Bureau of Engrav­ 
ing and Printing one of the world's 
great mass production plants. 
In an average day the bureau 
turns out some 130 million items 
— currency notes, stamps, bonds 
and other Items. 
While 
modern 
printing machinery and a force of 
6 000 employes made possible this 
gigantic p ro d u c ts, the ki*y work 
is done by a small group of artists. 
Fifteen 
specially - skilled 
en­ 
gravers 
hand 
tool 
the 
intricate 
designs In soft steel. The tooling 
takes from one to seven months 
cl painstaking work. 
Separate 
portions of 
a 
design, 
such 
as 
a 
portrait, 
pictorial 
scene, 
ornaments 
and 
lettering, 
are usually executed by different 
specialists 
Realistic protraval of 
such diverse substances as flesh, 
clothing, the sky. metal and stone 
requires fine workmanship. 
How Engraver Murk* 
The engraver works with a steel 
tool known as a graver, aided by 
a magnifying glass 
He cuts V- 
shaped incised lines in the soft 
steel and occasionally he uses an 
etching needle in working out the 
design. 
The bureau now has eight letter- 
engravers 
and seven 
picture-en- 
gravers. There are only three ap­ 
prentices. two of them letter-en- 
gravers and the other a picture- 
engraver. 
Opportunity 
for 
engraver-em- 
paym ent at the bureau is plainly 
limited. The apprentice hiring in­ 
terval could be 8 to IO years, de­ 
pending upon the retiremennt or 
death of Journeymen engravers. 
The 
starting 
age 
for 
appren­ 
tices. 
excepting 
war 
veterans. 
Is 
from 16 to 21 years. Besides basic 
education 
and 
training 
require­ 
ments. 
applicants 
must 
demon­ 
strate ability at free hand drawing. 
Five Years In Training 
Bureau 
engravers 
serve 
five 
years of apprenticeship and are 
required to take three years of 
study at a recognized art school 
during thnt time. Generally they 
are not rated as full-fledged en­ 
graving 
artists 
until 
they 
have 
spent 
an 
additional 
five 
or six 
years at the work. 
The salary of a letter-engraver 
ta 
$8,100 
a 
year. 
A picture-en* 
graver 
receives 
from 
$8,100 
to 
$10,000. Pay of an apprentice 
is 
on a Mx-month graduated acale 
basis. It ranges from starting pay 
of $1,940 a year to $5,183 at the 
end of the fifth year. At the be­ 
ginning of the lith year the sal­ 
ary goes up to $8 IOO. 
When a new currency note or 
other engraved work is to bt' pro­ 
duced. a model is prepared by a 
design 
artist. 
It 
is 
based 
upon 
discussions with officials ol 
the 


various government agencies Inter­ 
ested in the product. 
How Plate I* Made 
Tile model is then reproduced 
in soft steel 
by the engravers. 
This is known as a die. The die 
is heated in cyanide of potassium 
and then dipped in oil or brine to 
harden it. 
Next the die is places on the 
bed of a transfer press and under 
heavy pressure a cylinder of soft 
steel, 
called 
a 
roll, 
rolled 
over 
the die. Tile soft steel of the roll 
is 
forced 
into the 
lines of the 
original engraving so that the lines 
stand out in relief on the roll 
The steel of the roll Is hardened, 
and the design is transferred to 
soft steel plates again by rolling 
under heavy pressure. The steel 
plates with the cut-in impressions 
are hardened and cleaned and then 
are ready for the printer. 
This printing by the engraved- 
plate method on a distinctive pa­ 


per, with inks manufactured by 
the 
bureau, 
are 
the 
principal 
j means of precaution against coun­ 
terfeiting. The paper, composed of 
50 per cent cotton and 50 per cent 
linen, contains small segments of red 
and blue fibers imbedded during the 
process of manufacture. 


In 
the 
fiscal 
year 
!951, 
the 
bureau produced a grand total of 
more than 47 billion item s — cur­ 
rency notes, postage stam ps, in­ 
ternal 
revenue 
stam ps, 
govern­ 
ment checks and other documents. 
These documents had a total face 
value of $243 billion. 


Internal revenue stam ps issued 
numbered 
22.505.000.000. 
postage 
stamps. 21.793,000.000 and currency 
notes 2,189.000,000. The bureau used 
a total of 6.815 tons of paper and 
2.400 tons of ink. 
Cos! Of Production 
The 
cost of 
producing 
United 
States notes 
nod 
silver 
certifi­ 
cates is approximately nine-tenths 


of a cent per note. The cost of 
producing the ordinary variety of 
postage stam ps is 104 cents per 
1,000 stam ps. 
The bureau was started back in 
August 1862 when a force of two 
men and foul women worked in 
a single room of the attic of the 
main 
Treasury 
Building. 
They 
separated, sealed and signed $1 
and 
$2 notes 
which 
had 
been 
printed by private bank note com ­ 
panies. 
The 
engraving 
of 
plates 
for 
printing currency was started the 
following November. The printing 
of revenue stam ps was taken over 
by the bureau in 1894.

The “city,” In 
this case, is the sm all area in the 
heart of the metropolis that once 
was inclosed by walls. Today, it is 
the main business and financial 
section.
